ex-SS men exchanging experiences of their 
“savage treatment” in British PoW camps. 


But recently. in| Dusseldort 
there wag a German military 
reunion with a difference, The 
men who held thelr big annual 
meeting were all former German 
prisoners of war who wore con- 
fined at the Featherstone Park 
PoW Camp in Northumberland. 


: Altogether 4,000 German 
oMcers and 20,000 men. passed 
through this camp. Many ‘of 
them are members of the so- 
calicd Featherstone Park Work- 
ing Group, 

Unlitte mony.of their ox-army 
compatrivis, howover, they q 
not. meot 10 extol dhe glories of 
war-time Nazi Germany, Instead 
they sang the praise of — and 
re-avowed their admiration for 
—Great Britain. 

This strange organisation, this 
unique German testimony. to 
British deceney ind tolerance, 
owes Its origin ‘largely to the 
work of one man who, in my 
view, is characteristic of the 
confusing and often contradic- 
tory emotions which Germany 
evokes in the world today. 

He is Herr — or should 1 say: 
Mr = (or. Captain)? — Herbert 
Sulzbach who served in the 
German army Jn the 1914-18 war 
and in the British ‘forces between 
1940 and 1045, t . 

He is a British subject but a 
cultural affairs oMficer at the 
German Embassy in London, a 
Jew and refugee from ‘Nazism 
who had devoted his Ufe fo the 
care of ex-Nazi oMeers ond their 
conversion — well, to Western 
civilisation, — | RS 


Remarkable

who was clected =~ ‘Honorary 
President of the Working Group. 
It fs a remarkable honour, com- 
ing as 4 does from German 
officers, to a Jew sand a Briton 
whom they met in ‘their dark 

hour of captivity. 
Today Britaln reaps the benetit 
of his work, Germans 
tu+—him. 


whom Hitler personally ordered 
to raze Paris to the ground—and 
who at the risk of his fe, re- 
fused to carry out the omicr. 
(Is Berlin “Burning?” signed ¢
